Lombard street, Littlestown, 
an employe of the Campbell 
shoe factory at Littlestown, 
was found dead early this 
morning of asphyxiation in 
his 
sedan 
that 
had been 
parked along1 a country road in 
Union township, near the C. 
L. Mehring farm, since Wed­ 
nesday evening1. 
Dr. Edgar A. Miller, Adams county 
coroner, was notified and made an 
investigation after which he signed 
a certificate labelling the death a 
suicide. 
He said that fumes from 
the exhaust of the automobile, led 
to the Inside of the car by a section 
of rubber hose fastened to the end 
of the exhaust pipe, had caused 
death. Tile probable time of death 
was given as 9:30 o'clock Wednes­ 
day evening. 
A brief note pinned to the .shirt 
of the dead man gave "worry” as 
the reason for the death. 
Mental 
depression was listed by Doctor Mil­ 
ler as a contributing cause. 
King, who resided with his par­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Mervin King, 
had been at work as usual Wednes­ 
day. 
His father told friends today 
that he had noticed for several days 
that the young man appeared to 
be worried. 
Hose Entered f ar 
Persons residing on the Mehring 
farm reported that they had no­ 
ticed the parked sedan Wednesday 
evening when they went for a drive. 
It was there when they returned 
home later in the evening. Seeing 
it in the same spot this morning, 
they investigated and found King s 
body. 
'Hie windows of the m a­ 
chine were 
closed 
except 
for a 
narrow crack through which the 
hose entered the car. 
King bs survived by his parents 
and two sisters: Miss Evelyn King. 
residing at home and a married sis­ 
ter, living near Taneytown. 
He was graduated 
from Littles­ 
town high school in 1933. 
He was 
unmarried. 
The deceased was a member of 
the Redeemer’s Reformed church of 
Littlestown.

HIS CONFESSION 


Calvin “Ted” Crass, 28, colored, 
228 South Washington street, is be­ 
ing held without bail for court in 
jail here charged with assaulting an 
11-year-old white girl who resides 
on South Washington street.

about 5 o’clock Wednesday after­ 
noon by Officer Chester M. Spence 
of the borough police who laid the 
charge before Justice of the Peace 
John C. Shoaler.

HEN town council meets in regular session Monday evening a petition 
will be presented, signed by nearly every businessman in center 
square, asking that the Greyhound bus lines continue to be allowed to use 
center square for loading and unloading passengers. Seventy-three sig­

The petition points out that the 
transcontinental bus line has its 
ticket office and rest rooms in the 
Mitchell 
restaurant building.

holds th at continuance of the bus 
terminal in center square would be 
“for the benefit of the town and 
town merchants." 
A warning is issued that if Get­ 
tysburg is discontinued as a ter­ 
minal point, the local office will be 
removed either to York or Cliam- 
bersburg, with a serious resulting 
loss of business for Gettysburg. 
Local Men Employed 
Center square business men, in 
particular, are strongly in favor of 
allowing the buses to use the square 
and declare that a considerable part 
of their business is received from 
tourists who have a half-hour or 
longer to spend here on a "stop­ 
over” on long bus journeys.

They refused either to produce 
their records or to testify a t the 
com mittee’s first open hearing Au­ 
gust 21. Tuesday they petitioned a 
federal court here to enjoin dis­

telegraph companies.

New York, Sept. 17 (AP).—Joseph 
Tipalclo, the Brooklyn laundryman 
whose suit resulted in the United 
States supreme court declaring New 
York’s 
minimum-wage 
law 
for 
women unconstitutional, Is out of 
the laundry business and looking for 
a job, he said Tuesday. 
“Easiness dropped and dropped,” 
he explained. “My drivers said cus­ 
tomers told them I shouldn't have 
fought this case.” 
Tipaldo admitted he was in the 
same fix as the four Schechter 
brothers, also of New York, whose 
‘sick-chicken” case resulted in the 
supreme court outlawing the Na­ 
tional Indastrial Recovery act. 
The Schechters won the case, then 
lost their wholesale chicken busi­ 
ness. 
Last March the state court of ap­ 
peals upheld Tipaldo’s suit and de­ 
clared unconstitutional a New York 
law requiring a $12.40 weekly mini­ 
mum wage for women laundry work­ 
ers. 
The United States supreme 
court later upheld the decision. 
Thereupon, with $8,000, Tipaldo 
expanded his plant and doubled his 
staff to 20 girls. 
"After the court decision.” he said 
Tuesday, “business looked good for 
a while, I was able to undercharge

$25,OOO Is Demanded 
Of Shirley Temple 


Atlanta. Sept. 17 (AP*.—A mild­ 
mannered youth who said he spent 
six of his 16 years in a reform 
school calmly told Federal authori­ 
ties Tuesday of sending a $25,000 
extortion letter to the mother of 
Shirley Temple. 
Th#> youth, booked as Frank Ed­ 
ward Stephens, was arrested by fed­ 
eral bureau of investigation opera­ 
tives. 
He was released on his own 
recognizance after a hearing before 
United States Commissioner E. S. 
Griffith. 
Stephens, taken into custody at 
a restaurant where he worked part- 
time, signed his own bond of $500. 
The commissioner said it would 
stand pending investigation of the 
boy’s story that he was on parole 
from the Alabama Boys’ Industrial 
School at Birmingham. 
Officials of the Alabama institu­ 
tion said available records did not 
list the name given. 
“Get the money If you want to 
keep Shirley,” read the extortion 
note which the boy said he wrote 
with his left hand and mailed to 


the mother of the child movie star 
on August I. 
Only this part of the letter was 
introduced as evidence at the pre­ 
liminary hearing. 
B. H. Watkins, agent acting in 
charge of the Atlanta office of the 
FBI, said the communication direct­ 
ed the money be sent to “Curtis 
Palmer’’ In care of a grocery store 
! where the lad spent much of his 
time. 
Stephens said he called the gro­ 
cery by telephone a week after writ- 
^ ing the letter and asked if “a pack- 
j age had arrived for me." 
“You thought it would come?” 
queried Commissioner Griffith. 
"I didn’t know." replied the boy. 
Stephens said lie lived with his
